The Division of State Police is in receipt of your OPRA request. 

As to your request for "For all search warrants, applications for search warrants, cancellations, and 
authorization for search warrants between 2012 to the date of processing this request" is denied as improper 
and overbroad, as this request does not seek access to specific, identifiable records, and would require 
research. "The requestor must identify the records sought with specificity. The request may not be a broad, 
generic description of documents that requires the custodian to search the agency's files and 'analyze, compile, 
and collate’ the requested information." Bart v. Passaic County Public Housing Agency, 406 N.J. Super. 445, 
451 (App. Div. 2009) (citations omitted). OPRA does not require a public agency to "survey [its] employees," to 
conduct "research," to "generate new documents that provide information sought," or to review all of its files to 
"select the documents and data" that might be responsive to a broad request. N.J. Builders Ass'n v. N.J. 
Council on Affordable Housing, 390 N.J. Super. 166, 178 (App. Div.), certif. denied, 190 N.J. 394 (2007). 

Moreover, if any responsive records did exist, such records would be considered criminal investigatory records, 
which are specifically exempt from public access under OPRA, N.J.S.A. 47:1 A-1.1, and N. Jersey Media Grp., 
Inc. v. Twp. of Lyndhurst, 229 N.J. 541 (2017). 

The Division reserves the right to claim additional grounds for denial not raised in this response. 

Accordingly, your request is now considered Denied Closed.
